New vitamin 
found for blood 
coagulation. 


MILWAUKEE, Wisconsin (UPI). — 
Dr. Armand J. Quick, a researcher 
on the staff of the Medicai Com- 
plex of Wisconsin and developer of 
a widely-used test for blood coagula- 
tton qualities, said on Friday he 
Giscovered a new vitamin. He called 
it Vitamin-Q. 

In 1934, Quick developed the 
Quick Test to determine the clot- 
ting ability of a persen’s blood.

In the Supreme Court sitting as 


Court of Civil Appeals 


Before Justices Landau, Berinson 


and Cohn 


4B. Appellant v. C.B. Respondent 


(ΟΑ. 723-72), 


"The Supreme Court, by majority 
decision, partly allowed an appeal 
against a judgment of the Haifa 
District Court delivered on Decem- 
ber 10, 1972 (in C, 53-72). 

The respondent is the 11-year-old 
son of the appellant. After his pa- 
rents’ marriage had failed, the Rab- 
binical Court gave custody of the 
respondent to his father. But he 
refused to go and live with his fa- 
ther and the Supreme Court even- 
tually held that he could not be forc- 
ed to do so. 

Meanwhile the District Court grant- 
ed the boy a maintenance order 
againt his father to the sum of 
T4250 ἃ month, holding that this 
should be the father’s contribution 
towards his upkeep, estimated at 
IL600 per month. 

The father appealed it this 
order, arguing ‘that the District Court 
had erred in imposing any main- 
tenance payments on him as, in ac- 
cordance with the Supreme Court 
precedent in C.A, 425-68 (1 P.D. 
23-309), a father is under no obli- 
gation to provide a rebellious son with 
a high standard of living which his 
mother hag fixed for him, but is 
bound only to provide him with a 
subsistence. 

In the appesl to the Supreme Court 
the appellant Appeared on his own 


that the boy and his mother live 
with the latter’s parents and they 
provide the boy with food and a 
roof over his ‘head. It is the duty 
of a father, he held, to participate 
in the maintenance of his child, and 
this duty takes priority over 
duty of the mother’s parents to 
vide the child with free board 
lodging. However, from the list of 
expenses which the child’s mother 
has submitted to the court, it would 
appear that she spends more on 
him than is necessary in order to 
maintain an average standard of liv- 
ing and she is not entitled to force 
the child's father to maintain him 
at an excessive standard of living. 
He, for his part, therefore, continued 
Justice Landau, thought it would 
be more reasonable to fix a sum 
of IL400 per month as maintenance 
for an li-year-old boy, and of this

in the past and he very much 
doubted if either the mother or the 
grandparents could in fact have done 
so in view of the ruling in ΟἿΑ. 
425-68 (above).

Justice Cohn 

In his dissenting opinion, Justice 
Cohn said that he subscribed fully 
to the opinion expressed in ΟἿΑ. 
425-68 that it would be grossly un- 
educational to use the question of 
maintenance as a means of pres- 
sure on a child to obey a court 
order of custody and that it was 
extremely doubtful whether this 
would endear the child’s father to 
him. He also agreed whole-hearted- 
ly, he continued, with the further 
opinion expressed in CA. 424-70 
(1 P.D. 25-172) that the fact that 
a child does not honovr an agree- 
ment between his parents —- even 
one confirmed by the Rabbinical 
Court — does not mean that he 
should ‘be abandoned and become a 
burden on the public. 

Be thought, therefore, held Jus- 
ce Cohn, that the rule should be 
that a father’s duty ‘to provide for 
his children should not be minimized 
only because the children do not live 
with him, even though there might 
be an it between the pa- 
rents, or @ court judgment giving 
him custody of the children. This 
rule, he continued, Is merely an off- 
shoot of that great rule of law, com- 
mon both to Jewish law and to 
Israel secular law, that in matters 

i to children the enly con- 
sideration is thelr greater good. As, 
therefore, (ἃ is for the pood of 
the child not to derogate in any 
way from its maintenance, he for his 
part was not prepared, held Justice 
Cohn, to punish a child for choosng 
the place where he wished to live 
by lowering his standard of living 
from that to which he was accus- 
tomed, and to which he was en- 
titled, by virtue of his parents’ po- 
aition, to a standard just short of 
bare starvation. 

The District Court, continued Jus- 
tice Cohn. had found a monthly 
sum of IL600 to be a reasonable 
‘one for maintaining the respondent 
at the standard to which he was 
accusomed, and he could see no 
cause for interfering with this de- 
cision. The District Court had found 
further ¢hat, in view of the pre- 
sumption that a mother also has a 
duty to support her children, the 
vegspondent’s mother should contri- 
bute IL350 towards his maintenance 
and the appellant only 11.250, and 
while he, for his part, would have 
tended to divide the burden equally 
between both parents, he was pre- 
pared to accept this conclusion. He 
thought, therefore, concluded Justice 
Cohn, that the appeal should be 
dismissed.
